Gentlemen: 


We have audited the books of the Wainwright Municipal 
Hospital District No. 17 for the year ended December 31, 1937 and 
we submit herewith: 

Balance Sheet as at December 31, 1937. 

Revenue Account for the year 1937. 

Cash Statement for the year 1937. 

Schedules thereto. 

All receipts as shown were deposited in the Bank and all dis 
ursements were made by cheque. The last items of disbursements, 
while passed in a geieral order have not yet been passed in detail 


bby the Board. All other items of disbursements have been passed’ 


by the Board 

The cash balance was reduced from $2,429.57 at the end of 
1936 to $835.61 at the end of 1987. 

The estimate of collections. from patients was higher than 
what was realized and expenditures were higher than estimated. 

Collections on 1937 accounts amounted to $4500.27, on 1936 
accounts $270.14 and on previous accounts $699.85. If collections 
of patients’ accounts cannot be made, then the requisitions will 
have to be increased, The reserve now equals the amount of ac- 
counts prior to 1936 and approximately one-half of the 1936 ac- 
counts outstanding. The collection of these accounts shouw be 
gone into carefully and collections made if conditions warrant. 

All requisitioms for 1937 were paid. The M.D. of Battle River 
balance for 1929 was settled by accepting one-half of the amount 
as payment in full, There still remains due from the MD. of 
Batitle River $525.37 on the 1931 requisition. 

During the year the M.D. of Vale voted to have all hospital 
bills of their ratepayers within the Hospital District paid for by 
the district as from August 1, 1937. 

No further depreciation has been set up in 1937 on Furniture 
and Fixtures as the net figure now showing is estimated to repre- 
sent the residuary valye of the Furniture and Fixtures. Depreci- 
ry of 2% per cent was set up on the Building) for the year 
1987, 

Two members of the Board were paid slightly over 10 per cent 
of the respective district requisition. 

We hereby certify that the Balance Sheet, herewith, is properly 
drawn up so as to show a correct view of the affairs of the Wain- 
wright Municipal Hospital District No. 17 as at December 31, 1937, 
according to the best of our infonmation and the explanations 
given to us, and as éhown by the records of the hospital.

THE USE AND ABUSE OF DKUGS 


No doubt préhistoric man used 
drugs. The earliest pages of history 
reveal that great store was laid by 
the use of herbs and barks, infusions 
and concoctions, to heal all manner 
of man’s diseases. To this enlight- 
ened age many of the old prescrip- 
tions are utterly ridiculous but blind 
faith surmounted upon ignorance has 
led many a person into accepting an 
imaginary cure, and the custom nas 
by no means become a thing ou the 
past. Perhaps there are not as many 
absurd ideas abroad today abou: the 
values of weird mixtures as in the 
olden days, but in a different guise 
there are still many so-called cures 
put up in bottles and boxes—mux- 
tures that are not only useless but 
in some instances harmful. 

There is no field in which the ex- 
ploitation of the public offers greater 
opportunity for. the quack an? the 
charlatan than in the field of medi- 
cation. The older generation wall 
have vivid memories of the itiner- 
ant peddier who, with the aid of a 
wagon and torch light persuaded 
many a listener to part with a dol- 
lar for a (bottle of something which 
often was not worth the price of 
the ink on the label. 

A great showman once said the 
gullible public loved to be fooled, 
and gullibility and the taking of 
unknown remedies seem to go hand 
in hand with a great many of us. 
This is perhaps not so strange on 
more careful examination when we 
stop ‘to realize how really useful 
some drugs are. 

Take insulin, for example. It has 
saved the tives of thousands of dia- 
betics. 

Toxih-antitoxin and toxoid have 
almost eliminated deaths from diph- 
theria in communities where they 
are widely used among children. 

Many drugs stop and control pain. 

We could go on at great length 
about the value of drugs but the 
point we wish to stress is this: 
Scientists know that drugs ‘have 
certain definite uses within, and re- 
action upon the human body. They 
do not prescribe insulin for tonsill- 
itis or diphtheria toxoid for heart 
disease. The intelligent use of drugs 
is a great boor to humanity. One 
hesitates to think how sadly the 
world would fare without them. But 
the useless expenditure for unknown 
concoctions not. only runs into mil- 
lions of dollars of wasted money but 
may leave the sufferer worse off 
than beforre the alleged medicine 
was taken. 

When you want to employ a drug 
for some specific purpose, be sure 
you know exactly what you are 
doing. Advice and intelligent guid 
ance are available; and many a life 
has been saved by the proper use of 
druge at the proper time.

a loaf or a layer cake? Which is

The loaf cake ig easier to ice and 
usually easier to bake, so many 
people prefer it. Many think of a 
loaf cake as the nich pound cake 
with its close and even texture. This 
It k well but is expensive. 
sin cakes can be baked aa loaf 
cakes. 


A recent study has been made of 
the best methceds of mixing and bak- 
ing these loaf cakes and’ also the 
foest proportions to use. The results 
are quite valuable and may help you 
with some of your cake difficulties. 
(he following standard recipe was 
used. 
% cup butter 
1 cup granulated sugar 


Cream the butter. Add sugar and 
‘cream together. Aid the egg and 
cream all three. Add sifted dry in- 
gredients together with tic milk. 

The oven temperature was tested 
first of all and it was found that 
850 degrees for 60 minutes gave best 
reguits. At 300 aegrees the cake had 
a coarse texture while at 400 degrees 
the cake was humped in the center 
and had a badly cracked thick crust. 
The cake was baked in a bread loaf 
[pan. 

Tt was found: that cakes baked in 
shallow pans were more even in tex- 
‘ture and ros? more evenly than those 
baked in deep pans and the crust 
mas not 90 apt to crack, When shal- 
low pans were used the time could 
foe reduced to 45 minutes. 

Another question studied was the 
amount of fat and it was found that 
one-half cup gave best results. When 
only one-quarter cup was used the 
cake was apt to be soggy at the bot-

half cup of milk to one and three- 
quarters cups of flour was best.

As more than one cup was 
used the texture of the cake was 
loose and the cake dried out quickly.

- Judge Carpenter, chairman of the 
Board of Public Utilities, agreed at 
a meeting with the gas company to 
grant the town ‘authorization to make 
a ‘$60,000.00 debenture issue for the 
punpose of buying the present plant 
or installing a new one, and confirmed 
this in writing a few days later. An 
investment firm of good standing, in 
Oalgary, wrote the town on January 
8, 1938, requesting an opportunity be 
given it to finance ithe town’s deben- 
ture issue, the termi to ‘be albout six 
per cent. , 

The town has assurance of its gas 
supply, the ratt is the same as it 
has been and cannot be altered 
against the town’s wishes without 
the consem ot the board. The ‘town is 
not tied but is free to take advantage 
of amy opportunity that presents it- 
self regarding ‘the franchise. On ¢he 
other hand the Wainwright Gas com- 
pany has no grounds for complaint; 
it has been ‘taking its profit since 
the franchise extension expired in De- 
cember, 1936, just the same as it did 
before it expired and lack of a fran- 
chise does not affect the company’s 
current earnings, »ut does permit the 
town the right ae take tthe utility over 
at such time as conditions warrant 
it doing so. 

I think that I have made the town’s 
present position clear to you in this 
report. 

In conclusion I would emphasize 
that in the opinion of the gas com- 
mittee the town would be well ad- 
vised not to give a franchise on the 


town in -.connection with its gas 
utility rights ‘to anyone. Affter all, 
why give anything away that has 


value? A franchise such as this one 
has a very real and definite cash 
j value, as has ibeen clearly proven tO 
the tax-payers by ‘the information 
;made public as to the earnings of tke 
}gas company..
